Io Ships of War with 500 Sol- 
diers, failed about four Months ſince from Ferro/, we 
believe to Carthagena ; it would have been lucky if 
they had fallen into your Hands, but ſuch Things, 
we know are very uncertain. When you receive Di- 
rections about our grand Expedition, under the Com- 
mand of Lord Cathcart, you will wonder, perhaps, at 
the Rendezvouz being appointed at St. Antonio, be- 
cauſe there is not Room for any Number of Ships at 
that Place, but as there is a Bay juſt to Windward of 
it, where there is a great deal of Room, we thought 
it might do, if Port Royal ſhould not be agreed to, 
as perhaps it will not, for Fear of the Soldiers ſtaying

they be contraband, and the Treary deſcribe what is 
_ contraband, and what is not, and we have already 
had Diſputes with the French upon that Head; but 
as the Spaniards have declared, as it is ſaid, that 
they will ſeize all English Effects in Dutch, or Neutral 
Ships, and have actually done ſo in more Inſtances 
than one; whether we ſhould be fiz'd up by the 


Treaty, when they are not, I can ſee no Reaſon, - 


tho? to be ſure the Duteb will claim the Benefit of

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the Treaty, as the French alſo will; and it's ſaid, 
that there were at Cadiz, beſides French and Dutch, 


a Ship or two with Imperial Colours loading Goods 
for America. Sir John Norris is failed with above

The 
Strength of the Spanish Fleet is now there, being

is. I put on board one of the Convoys coming to you, 


a Scheme of one Captain Lee, who is a Seaman, has 


been Maſter of ſeveral Ships and Sloops in the Weſt 
Indies and Northern Colonies, and was allo employ'd 
by the South Sea Company, ſome Years at Guatimalla, 
where he ſeems to me to be particularly acquainted, 
as well as with all the Coaſt to Honduras and Cam- 


peacky, where he has often been upon the Logwoud 


rade, and commanded a Ship of 30 Guns; I have 
had an Acquaintance with this Man, and ſhould be- 
fore now have thought of ſending him over; and I 
ſhould make no Scruple, tho' he has not been in the 
Navy, of making him Captain of a Sloop; but while 
Enterprizes of ſeemingly much more ee | 
were continually talk'd on here, the Mention of a 
Scheme for the River Dulce, and Lake of Micaraqua, 
would look like ſuch a Trifle that it would not be 
heard of, to divert our Forces from purſuing thoſe 
great Projects, that have been recommended; tho! 
1000 Men, and one Ship with Sloops, would poſſibl 
do great Matters in that Part of the Continent, which 


is certainly very rich, and have never been diſturbed; 
but the Scheme will explain it to you better than 1 
can write it. I do not mean by taking or plundering 
Towns, but by taking their ſmall Fortifications on 
thoſe Rivers, and then having a Communication witn 
the native Spaniards and Indians, and a very advan- 


tagious Trade with them, who are as much Enemies 
to the Governors and European Spaniards, as we are; 
for they tyrannize over the Natives, both Creol Spa- 
ziards and indiaus, that Captain Lee ſays, that w Fa 
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he refided at Gnatimalla $0,000. Indians, who inha- 


bited near Levera Paz, revolted from the Spaniards, 
and he believes are ſtill in the Revolt: It is leſs than 
four Years ago that he was there; and ſays, that if 
we would {end but 1000 Men, commanded by a dif- 
creet Officer, and carry them Arms, which they would 


pay for, they would immediately join us and defy the 


Spaniſh Government. One of the Reaſons of my be- 


ing backward in propofing this, is, that I am always 
afraid of our Eng/ife Conduct, and the Behaviour of 
Soldiers, when they come into àa Country of Plenty, 


who being under little or no Order or Diſcipline, would 
be for robbing and abuſing the Indians, that ſhould 
come over to them, and perhaps abuſing their Wo- 
men, which might provoke the [ndians to leave them, 
and reconcile themſelves to the Spaniards, as I am told 


the Darien Indians have done. I wrote to the Gover- 
nor about this beſore, upon his ſending me the Expe- 
dition of Mr. Hodgſon, with the Muſquito Indians, 


who wanted the Knowledge and Experience of Cap- 


tain Lee: And the Troops ſeem to be in no Condi- 


tion to undertake any confiderable Enterprize ; perhaps 


Iuch a Thing, when you come to know it perſectly 
may be thought of, it may be with the Americans 
only, if they ſhould be proper for ſuch Service; but 


L am much afraid that the Soldiers in general, will 
not recover at Jamaica, eſpecially if they can get 
Rum. We talk of ſending 2000 or more regular 
Troops, but T wiſh” it may not be, as I ſaid before, 
to little or no Purpoſe ; but People here have ſet their 
Hearts ſo much upon Conqueſts, in the Weſt Indies, 
that we had not only taken Cartbagena for you, but 
was gone down to La Vera Cruz, which has no

tured it. Sir 7h Norris is at Sea with about 15 
Ships, which I believe, has hindered the French at 
Breſt, from coming out with 9 Sail, which have, been 


in the Road this Month, perhaps to go to Cadiz, where 
it is ſuppoſed, the Squadron from Talon of 12 Sail, 
are ſaid to be coming to join them. The French have 


ten 1 more at Breſt almoſt ready, and the Spa- 
niards have 3 at Carthagena, in the Mediterranean. 
As you will receive Orders to ſend home the Ships that 
are not ſheath'd, we hope they will be here Time 


enough to be fitted out in the Spring, if the French 
will let us alone fo long; but you will ſee by all Ac- 


counts, that the French are already over-running all 
Germany, having Fourſcore Thouſand Men there, and 
join'd by ſeveral of the German Princes, as the Elec- 


tors of Bavaria, Cologne, Palatine, and, we fear, the 


King of Pruſſia : They are able to diſpoſe of all Ger-

many as they think fit, and will make the EleQor of 
Bavaria Emperor, orVice-Roy, under France, fo that in- 
ſtead of having a general War, there will be no Body a- 
ble to oppoſe them; for the French have drawn in Swe- 
den to make War upon Ruffia, from whence Help 

was expected, and they now call upon us to help 
them with a Squadron, according to Treaty, which 
we are not able to ſupply them with, though Perers- 
burgb is blocked up by the Swediſh Fleet, but J hope 
they will not be able to hurt them; we ſhall ſoon 
hear whether they do or no, for Winter is not far 
off, eſpecially in that Country. I am ſorry for our 
Deſect at Fort Lazar, and the Sickneſs and Death that 
followed; but as the Harbour is open, they muſt ne- 
_ ceflarily be in Diſtreſs, and I ſhould hope, to tuch a 
Degree, as to defire your Favour and Protection; [ 
hope you have had the deſired Succels at St. Jago de 
Cuba, I think you was not able to undertake any 
Thing elſe. I have writ to the Governor about his 
diſſenting from the Reſt of the Council of War. Had 
you been able to march from Chagre to Panama, it 
was then the rainy Seaſon, and therefore impractica- 
ble, even though Anſon» had been upon the Coaſt, 
which, 1 hope, has been long before now, for beſides 
what you had heard of his being at Arica, we have 
a certain Account from Buenos Ayres, that he was
